relief from the present Mgh cost of 
llv ing and the shortage of commodities 
until the widespread scclal and indus- 
trial unrest has disappeared nnd the 
war shattered economic machinery 
has been put in order, according to 
Charles A McCurdv, parliamentary 
sccietafj to the ministry of food. Mr. 
McCurdy said that he was npt partic- 
ularly optimistic^ over tlie chances of 
an> marked betterment of the sltua 
tlon In the ucnr future. 


"We have bolshevlsra at one end of 


the world and nldebpread strikes at 
the other," said Mr. McCurdj, "and 
not until society resumes its normal 
course can we HglH economic con.dl 
tions. 


"It is very difficult to prophesy re- 


garding* the food situation of the fu-, 
tjire, in view of the fact that tlief 
whole economic structure of the world | 
has been so badly dislocated. There 
is hardly an> factor of business that 
is stable, "and we do not know whnt 
wages are Jo be. As a result of these 
conditions the regular channels of dis- 
tribution ere disorganized, and until 
they are normal, it will be impossible 
to tell what effective supplies there 
are as compared with the world 
stocks. 


Parts of World Hungry. 


"While it is true that America. CDS- 


land and some otler countries are 
sufficient!} supplied now so that there 
Is no distress among the people, yet 
this comparative amindancc is in re- 
ality a fictitious one and may not last. 
Gieat sections of the vroild are nctu- 
allj hungr) because of the impossi- 
bility of distributing supplies prop- 
erly. If the channels of distribution 
were open and the economic condi- 
tions wqie such that foodstuffs could 
be purchased by those countries which 
need them we probably would find 
ourselves faced with a shortage In 
many things. 


"For ciampl*. If the peoples of cen- 


tral Europe, should be In a position 
next jear to purchase the meat they 
need, there would be a world short- 
age of several million tons 
It Is Im- 


probable that they will be able to buy, 
but It Is impossible to predict so far 
in advance. 1 believe, that, it year from 
now, 
things will hare been brought to 


a head and that the world will be fac- 
ing Its mostj-cntlcal time. 


"There are those who tell me that 


I am wrong in my outlook and that 
there will be no shortage, but I can 
figure it no* other way. There cer- 
tainly are many countnjes now -which 
are securing far below what they need 
In the Vsy of foodstuffs, and when 
the time comes for them to buy It will 
be impossible to refuse them their 
fair share of what the world produces. 


"There Is another factor to be con- 


Bldered also. Where production has' 
been stimulated during £he war it 
must ultimately revert to normal. U 
Is not .natural as It stands. 
Unlted'States. for Instance, the meat 
production h^s been artificially stim- 
ulated, and it Is hard to estimate when 
this temporary condition will vanish. 
America next year may be. an import- 
er of meat, instead of a big exporter. 
See what that would mean to the rest 
of the world.

balance the lift In the cost of living. 
The middle class man who before the 
war Just made both ends meet on 
$1,500 a year 1$ fighting fate upon the 
$750 that Income is now worth. Eu- 
rope 1* suffering from a -shortage ot 
brlqks and mortar. The war has pul- 
verized billions of bricks and mil- 
lions of tons of mortar.

man housebreakers alone have knocked 
the buildings of the best part of a 
country into smithereens. People are 
snuggling together In single rooms. 
They herd like the beasts that perish. 
And they do perish. 


Take London. London today Is the.

That seven Is soon 
going to be ten. During the war alone 
Ixrndon, the octopus, tucked In another 
million.

imately 226 miles an hour was scored 
by Cadi Lecolnte, the noted French 
aviator, In an officially timed airplane 
test.

Mr. Graff suggests the 
following 


method'of finding out the amount to

First: Find the proper amount of 


wage* or salaries earned; gains from 
profession, business or dealings in 
property, rents, interest and dividends, 
from any source during 1919. From 
this total leave out the value of gifts 
received, payments for injuries; mili- 
tary pay, receipts from life insurance 
policies at maturity, interest on fed- 
eral, state and municipal bonds and 
other items shown in the law. Then 
you have gross income before jou. 


Against this amount you may set 


off business expenses, practically all 
of your interest 
on 
mortgagee or 


other indebtedness, as well as taxes 
paid, except those for income and lo- 
cal assessments; losses not covered 
by insurance; bad debts: depreciation 
on buildings and machinery used in 
your business, and not more than 15 
per cent of your net income for con- 
tributions to charitable and religious 
organizations. Under no circumstan- 
ces are personal living and family ex- 
penses allowed. This figure will pro- 
duce net income.

having net income of $1.000 or more, 
must file a return.
